ENGLAND AND CHIMA. 


Negotiations Pending for an Alli- 


ance Between Them 


FOR MUTUAL AID AGAINST RUSSIA: 


Incalculable Advantages of Such an Al- 


liance to Both Parties to the Meas- 


ure—The General Situation 


in China. 


PARIS, Dec. 4.—The situation 
In 


China la attracting great attention in 
political circles in all the European 
capitals. This is not only due to the 
fact that several of the powers have 
made demands upon the Chinese gov- 
ernment regarding the treatment of 
their respective subjects in that coun- 
try, which the present condition of af- 
fairs prevents being settled, but be- 
cause of the extreme Importance at- 
tached to the reports that England has 
come to an understanding with China 
by which mutual aid .will be rendered 
in the event of certain contingencies. 


The Eclair publishes an interview 


hud with the Chinese charge d'affaires 
here. The representative of the Chi- 
nese government holds optimistic viows 
regarding the situation of affairs in 
China; he expresses the most implicit 
confidence that the government will 
have no occasion to take any extreme 
measures to surpresa an attempt at a 
general uprising. 


The charge d'affaires declares that 


the news of late received from China 
regarding the disturbance in several 
parts of the country, particularly in the 
north, is greatly exaggerated. 
The 


fears expressed that the rebels in the 
north might push on their march past 
the great wall and reach and invest 
the city of Peking, are calmly brushed 
aside by tho charge d'affaires, who says 
that instead of the government staking' 
its existence on a decisive battle with 
the insurgents, it would only be neces- 
Bury for tho imperial troops to show 
themselves in battle array to so frighten 
the rebels us to cause them to flee. 
Tho charge d'affaires further said that 
he was not aware that any power had 
asked explanations from China. 


"We are quite ready to assure the 


powers that we have done and will 
continue to do our utmost to protect 
Europeans hi China," he said. 


Despite tuese assurances of the Celes- 


tial diplomat, French statesmen show 
deep concern at the news from Shang- 
Ilai, which says that pourparlers have 
bcon opened to bring about an alliance 
between England and China for the 
purpose of coping with Russia. The 
correspondent adds that China is send- 
ing troops to the Pamir to check the 
Russian movements in that part of tho 
world, China claiming that Russia is 
encroaching on her territory. 


It is well known that England has 


viewed Russia's encroachment in Asia 
with alarm, and tho probability of an 
alliance for mutual benefit between 
Great Britain and China finds ready ac- 
ceptance in many quarters in Europe. 
This phase of the eastern question calls 
to mind the prediction of a recent writer 
who, as a former minister to China, 
had 
exceptional 
advantages 
for 


studying the relations ol the two na- 
tions. He said: "For a long time it 
has seemed obvious tome that England 
would look to China as her one sure 
ally against Russia. The points to be 
considered are what 
each country 


would gain by the .alliance. To China 
it would not only give a friend of 
great strength in any possible con- 
tingency, but would insure the power 
of the present dynasty and assure the 
internal development of the empire. 
England's gain would be vast. She 
would have the Inestimable advantage 
of an alliance which could give her as 
many millions of armed men as ever 
marched under a warrior's flag. If we 
consider tho principles, the purely sel- 
fish motives which govern an alliance, 
tho business reasons which it is sup- 
posed to serve, there is none which of- 
fers so many advantages to England as 
this with China. Russia marches to 
Vladivostock for her Pacific outlet; she 
intrigues with Persia for an ultimate 
exit to the Persian gulf. The Adri- 
atic is virtually open to her from An- 
tivari. The next war of angry cannon 
on the continent will, in all probabil- 
ity, burst open the sealed gates of the 
Bosphorus. England answers by plac- 
ing at the head of 400,000,000 men the 
standard of St. George. It would be 
the first step in that struggle for tho 
great empire which Napoleon saw in 
his dreams; from which he turned with 
a sigh when his standards drooped on 
tho Nile; over which his mighty genius 
fondly mourned in St. Helena." 


AN IMPERATIVE DKMAND 


For the Punishment of the Cbineie Mur- 


derers oi Foreigners. 


SHATO-HAI, Dec. 4.—It is stated that 


the French minister has mode an Im- 
perative demand on the Chinese gov- 
ernment for the punishment ol the 
rebels who perpetrated the massacre of 
the Belgian priests and nuns, and also 
the exemplary degradation and pun- 
ishment of tho mandarins who feasted 
and encouraged the rioters. Tbe min- 
ister, it is said, stated that France 
would hold China responsible for the 
outrages, and that it was necessary for 
his government to know whether China 
was unable to protect foreigners reild 
ing in its territories. 


The Chinese profess their ability to 


punish all who were engaged in the 
massacre, and are summoning the 
Mantchu garrisons from the interior 
towns where there are no signs of dis- 
turbance to strengthen the force sent 
to oppose the rebels. Desultory skir- 
mishers are reported between flying 
bands of the rebels and the imperial 
troops. Orders have been given By the 
•government for the immediate execu- 
tion of all persona except the leaders, 
who are to be reserved for flaying alive 
and other tortures, provided they are 
caught. 


No confidence is placed here in the 


Chinese protests of the insignificance of 
[he outbreak, which is believed to em- 
brace the greater part of Manchuria. 
[t is said that Iranga, governor of 
northern Manchuria, is a fugitive at 
Peking. 


FROM CHILI. 


Jealouiiei Growing- in the Banki oi the 


Successful Farty~EngliBU Turncoats. 
VALPARAISO, Dec. 4.— The decision of 


the supreme court virtually quashing 
the proceeding against Balmacedaist 
members of congress gives general sat- 
isfalction except to extremists. 
Several 


who had disappeared when the pro- 
posed prosecution was announced, have 
made their appearance 
again, and 


others are expected to return. It is 
reported that Senor Augustin Ed- 
wards, who was the chief financial 
supporter of the revolution in Chili,' 
baa been showing dissatisfaction ever 
since the result of the presidential elec- 
tion. Edwards having been the choice 
of the congressioualists for the presi- 
dency before the struggle began. The 
supplanting of Edwards by Admiral 
Montt is looked on as a triumph of the 
sword over a civilian. The successful 
party is divided by other jealousies 
that have been growing since the vic- 
tors got the prize they were fighting 
for. 


The examination before the judge of 


crimes continues to drag along. The 
evidence of the Baltimore sailors left 
no doubt of the unprovoked nature of 
the assault upon Them, and that it was 
prompted by hatred of Americans. Al- 
though the English hero charged the 
Americans with trying to bully the 
Chilians, they now change their tone, 
and go about accusing Americans of 
cowardice in not having exacted re- 
dress at once. 
Deplorable Condition of Hessian Rail- 
ways. 


Moscow, Dec. 4.—The state of the 


Russian railways is such that war 
seems really Impossible. The Moscow 
Gazette says: "The news coming from 
southern Russia is disquieting. On the 
Vladikawkas railway 11,000 cars have 
accumulated, 100 of which are laden 
with grain bought for the relief of the 
suffering districts. On the 
Cossleur 


Woranesch Nosto line 2,000 cars have 
been allowed to collect ia the last 
month. On the Assow line the trans- 
port of coal has come to an absolute 
standstill. On the Donetz line salt is 
heaped up, with no possibility of get- 
ting it forward unless a sufficient sup- 
ply of engines and cars should turn up 
from somewhere. If this breakdown 
on southern lines has occurred before 
winter sets in with its heavy snowfall, 
what will it be after? The moment is 
very, very critical." 


This newspaper, which is far from 


Inimical to the government, says that 
all this confusion 
will become far 


worse should Russia be compeled to 
mobilize her armies on bur frontier. 
It 


is proved beyond doubt that her rail- 
way administration is in bad confusion; 
that disorder and bad management 
have permeated the whole system, and 
that sound direction is nowhere to be 
seen. 
The Law Relating to Crimes Against 
Sovereigns. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4.—The socialistic move- 


ment for an amendment of the law re- 
lating to lese majestas is receiving a 
support and sympathy that surprises 
the government, which, in common 
with the other ruling houses of G-er- 
many, is unalterably opposed to any 
relaxation in the severity of the meas- 
ure. The freedom of speech in the 
relchstag and in the press has seriously 
alarmed the advocates of the divine 
right of kings, and the authorities 
everywhere have been instructed to en- 
force the law against every one speak- 
ing disrespectfully of any member of 
the reigning houses, from the kaiser 
down. The kaiser is such a stickler for 
royal dignity that he would not permit 
even deposed rulers, like the notorious 
Milan, to be spoken of unfavorably. 


THE MONGOL REBELLION. 


Ten More Villages Looted and Their In- 


habitants Massacred—Reb- 


els Beheaded. 


SHANG-HAI, Dec. 4.—The condition of 


affairs in the dist ricts overrun by. reb- 
els shows no signs of improvement. A 
Mongolian prince has boon murdered 
by the rebels, and ten more villages 
have been looted. In all cases the na- 
tives have been massacred. The mur- 
derers style themselves members of the 
temperance league. The government 
has not been entirely ineffective. A 
number of rebels have been captured 
and boheaded. 
Bow to Keep Their Fighting Material 
at Home. 


ST. PETEHSBUBQ, Dec. 4.—The Rus- 


sian ministry is considering a decree to 
bring Finland under the same regula- 
tions as to emigration as the rest of the 
empire. The Finns are desirable re- 
cruits for the Russian armies, but 
lately the young men have been emi- 
grating in such great numbers that 
many of the farms are without work- 
ers, and obligatory military service is 
a nullity. 


Suflooated with Choke Damp. 


MANCHESTER, Dec. 4.—One of the pits 


of the Agocruft colliery near here filled 
yesterday with choke damp, and six of 
the twenty minors at work were over- 
come. Four of them weie suffocated 
and two are ia a critical condition.

A CASE OF UNFAIR DISCRIMINATION.

LIVEBPOOL, Dee. 4.—A case of (Treat 


importance to American ship owners 
was tried here yesterday. Counsel for 
the Liverpool board of trade brought 
suit in the name of that body, against 
Capt. Adams of the American ship 
Henry J. Smith for carrying a deck 
cargo of 0,800 cubic feet of pine wood 
contrary to the merchant shipping act. 


Capt. Adams, replying to tho charges 


made at the in tance of the Liverpool 
board ot trade, protested that he was 
Ignorant of the British law upon tho 
subject, and claimed that in any case 
American citizens were exempt from 
the law. In despite of this defense 
Capt. Adams was fined £10. 


Tho law under which this fine was 


imposed had not been previously on- 
forced upon foreigners, and it is no- 
torious that captains and owners of 
Norwegian vessels constantly defy tho 
law referred to, and they do this with 
Impunity.

NEW YOBK, Dec. 4.—The steamship 


Ooncho, was floated at high tide. It 
was found that her hull was uninjured, 
and she immediately put to sea. It 
now appears that tho vessel was pur- 
posely run ashore in order to" avoid a 
collision with the crowded ferry boat 
Whitehall, which would perhaps have 
resulted in serious loss of life. The 
vessels were hugging the shore and, 
when close together, tho ferry boat 
whistled for tho steamer to cross her 
bows, but through 
some misunder- 


standing the Concho did not make tho 
attempt. 
Both vessels then started in 


the aatno direction almost simultane- 
ously. 
When this was discovered, the 


captain of the Concho was quick to 
perceive that '.he only way to avoid a 
collision was for him to run his vessel 
on the bar. This he promptly did with 
no greater consequences than a little 
delay.

Trying Anarchists. 


The imposing of heavy tines on the 


eaders in the recent Grief's Hall anarch- 
st meeting and tbe suspension of the 
Hues by Justice Woodman is a qnestion- 


ble proceeding. 
These people were 


[aiding an anarchistic, anti-law meeting 
or they were not. 
If they were not hold- 


ng an illegal meeting they should not 
lave been fined; but if, on the other 
land, it was such a meeting as reported 
>y the police, there were no paliating 
circumstances upon which any justice of 
tho peace disposed to do his duty, as an 
oflloer, could reconcile the suspension of 
Does. It ia useless and absolutely dan- 
gerous to the peace of the country to 
temporize with a class of people who are 
utterly destitute ot any inherent disposi- 
tion to obey the law or respect the gov- 
ernment which makes and executes the 
law. 
They are utterly unfit to live in 


any other than a despotic government. 
They are entirely useless in a government 
where the people are sovereign. 


There is no way by which they can 


affiliate with, or be assimilated into our 
system of government, As voters they 
can never exercise the right ot franchise 
io tbe spirit necessary to make a govern- 
ment ot tho people a success. They are 
unable to consent to the form of govern- 
ment and have DO conception ot exercis- 
ing free consent as citizens. There is, 
necessarily, but one method ot dealing 
with anarohists, and that is to crush 
them by the strong power of law, und the 
quicker and more effectually it is done 
the less painful it will be to the offend- 
ers and the lees injurious it will be to the 
people. Justice Woodman's method is 
only an aggravation and as a remedy will 
prove a deplorable failure.
